Sir, 

This letter is in response to the notice served by the Warden to some 2008 batch 
students, asking them to vacate their hostel with immediate effect, on the grounds of an 
assumption that their academic activities are over. 

The Students Association would like to strongly raise an objection to such an action by 
the administration. No project is deemed complete till the final film is officially 
submitted to the institution. Hence the crew members of a diploma team working in 
their respective specialization, cannot be asked to leave till their respective diploma 
films are complete and officially submitted. 


FTII has a tradition where a director, camera person, editor and sound designer work 
together in the pre-production and production stages of their projects and should 
continue to work in the same spirit in the post production stages as well. In the light of 
such a healthy and collaborative practice of filmmaking, a notice of this effect, only 
comes across as unnecessary meddling and interference in our academic activities by 
the administration and the government, validating our fears of threat to the institution's 
autonomy under this government. 


This notice is also seen as one of many tactics used to arm-twist us by reducing the 
strength of students on strike, forcing them to leave the campus when their projects are 
not yet complete. 


We appeal to you to not use these tyrannical tactics as it will only further hamper our 
dialogue with the ministry to resolve our issues and leave foul impressions amongst 
students about the FTII administration and the ministry. 


We expect you to respond to our concerns immediately.
